A common carrier fornat has been defined that includes data
el enents needed for the weekly reporting of initial and
weeks claimed. The followi ng itens nust be addressed by
each State:

o Current statistical exchange data el enents are now
represented in the new "Liabl e Agent Data Transfer
(LADT)" format. Therefore, the State's current
procedures nust be nodifi ed;

0 Procedures nust be put in place to extract interstate
initial clains data to be included in the LADT record
bei ng prepared;

o Modification nust be nade to the State's current
procedures to accept the LADT formatted record for
i nternal processing, as the agent/residence State.

The new conmon carrier record length is 480 bytes and w ||
need to be de-bl ocked for sending and re-bl ocked when
receiving. LMBS will provide a programto SESAs that will,
de- bl ock and append the necessary Job Control Language (JCL)
t hereby conpleting the job streamto be executed at the
LMBS HUB. LMBS will also provide a programto each State
that will re-block incomng records to their original size
and output themto a flat file to be used as input for

i nternal processing.
